THIS TIME IT 18S A PYRAMID. 


The Interesting Project of a Florida Man— 
4 Depew Banquet—Other Matters. 


E. M. Soueville of Jacksonville, Fla.. has a 


World’s Fair scheme that will make Mr. 
Jenison turn pale and drive M. Eiffel to 
despair. Moreover he claims that it is ver- 
fectly practicabie and that engineers can find 
no fault with it. : 

He wants to erect a pyramid 1,200 feet 
square at the base and 1,200 feet high. He 
suggests that the structure can be divided 
into 60 stories, with an elevation of 20 feet 
each, or 48 stories of 25 feet, or 40 stories of 
30 feet, or 30 stories of 40 feet elevation, or 
the lowest stories may be the highest and 
diminish in height upwards according to the 
amount of floor space required or desired. 

He looks also to its effect by night and pro- 
poses to have electric lights so arranged to 
make it appear like a pyramid of fire. There 
is also to be an open menade on every 
floor, and an open space in the center of the 
building 400 feet square at the base, in which 
there will be in its center a fountain 100 feet 
high, with colored electric lights under the 
water, and high above the fountain a cluster 
of electric lights. Ihis central court is to be 
devoted to flowers, statuary, and art. 
The four grand entrances will be 
made ornamental, and will be 
surmounted with statues—Liberty over one 
entrance, Peace over the second, Industry 
over the third, and Science over the fourth. 
At the corners on pedestals will be four 
groups of statuary, as follows, representing 
sections: The West, a gold-dieging scene; 
the East, a codfishing scene; the North, a 
wheat harvesting scene; and the South, a 
lady picking oranges. The flags of all na- 
tions will be displayed at the corners of the 


stories. An ornamental iron railing will be . 


put around every story, both outside and on 
the court. 

An electric cable inclinea railway will be- 
gin at the grandentrance and ascend grad- 
ually, circling around the building about 
three times, at the third story from the top 
making a loop around it and returning beside 
the ascending track and making a loop at the 
bottom. A continuous line of cars can thus 
ascend and descend. The view thus ob- 
tained will de unparalleied. ~ Elevators are to 
be placed at various points as the necessities 
of the case may demand. The two or three 
upper stories may be devoted to tne purposes 
of observation only, and be inclosed with 
glass, except the ten feet wide balcony. 
Apartments for a signal-service observer and 
a terrestrial telescope for popular use shouid 
be provided. 3 

He ends with the statement that at the 
close of the Fair the structure should remain 
as a National monument.

A caller yesterday who gave most encour- 
aging news was Dr. J. H. Bryant, the repre- 
sentative of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce. He stated that the peopie of the 
citrus belt were going to make the supreme 
effort of their lives. While in the city Dr. 
Bryant will arrange for the opening, in the 
immediate future, of a permanent exhibition 
of tropic and semi-tropic products. It is ex- 
pected that quarters for this show will be 
furnished by: the Santa FE rail 
road. All the counties of the south 
tier of California will participate in the ex- 
hibit. This so-called permanent exhibition 
will continue from the date of its opening, 
in the course of a month or 80, till the close 
ot the World's Columbian Exposition. Cali- 
fornia, Dr. Bryant stated, was. alive to the 
importance of the event, and was now en- 
gaged in making preparations for a great ex- 
hibit. Seed is being planted even now, the 
product of which will be presented in the 
California exhibit in 1893. Plants and fruits 
will be shown in every variety, and in many 
stages of development.

IN MEMORY OF GEN. GARFIELD. 
‘Preparations fon the Exerecises at Cleveland 


Today. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 29.—|Special.|—The 
Forest City never looked more inviting than 
it does now, and to all its natural charms 
most elaborate decorations’ have been added, 
the buildings on the main streets and ave- 
nues being gorgeously decked with flags, 
bunting, and appropriate emblems. 

Early this morning a delegation of promi- 
nent citizens went to Alliance to meet the 
President. At 1:30 the special bearing the 
Presidential party entered the depot. Presi- 
dent Harrison, clad in a light spring suit, 
was immediately recognized by the crowd, 
which broke into a succession of cheers, to 
which was added the roar of twenty-one 
guns from the revenue cutter Michigan, 
anchored in the lake near the depot. The 
President was met on tne platform of the car 


hands with him before he descended. The 
party descended by twos and walked to the 
carriages. They were arranged in the fol- 
lowing order in the carriages: The first con- 
tained President Harriton, ex-President R. 
B. Hayes, ex-Congress man Amos Townsend, 
and Senator George H. Bly. The second bore 
ex-Gov. Charles Foster, Mayor G. W. Gard- 
ner, and Mr. John Tod. In the third were 
Secretary Windom, Lee McBride, Col. R. C. 
Parsons, and Mr. L. E. Holden. The fourth 
contained Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
Marshal Ransdell, and Mr. Mahanna. ‘The 
fifth was occupied by Attorney-General Mil- 
ler, Mr. S. T. Everett, and Mr. D. P. Eells. 
Secretary Rusk, Maj. McKinley, and the 
Hon. D. A. Dangler brought up the rear in 
the sixth carriage. ' 

The troop saluted on the appearance of the 
President, then wheeled and rode in advance 
of the carriages to the brow of the hill. 

President Harrison, as the procession 
started, rose to his feet and took off his hat 
in response to the shouts of welcome. Pre- 
ceded by the First City Troop in their mag- 
nificent regalia, the Presidential party rode 
from the depot up Bank street hill and 
wheeled into Bank street. 

Mr. Eells’ residence was a straight drive 
on Euclid avenue, ana the party reached 
there shortly before 2 o’ciock. The Presi- 
dent met a few of Mr. Eelis’ personal friends 
and then went to his room. The other dis- 
tinguished guests were then escorted to 
the homes of their hosts. At 5 o’clock 
the President dined at Mr. Eells’ 
residence with Vice-Presigent Morton, 
ex-President Hayes, Marshal Rausdell, 
ex-Gov. Foster, and the Hon. Amos Town- 
send. Gen, Sherman arrived at the Union 
Depot twenty minutes after the Presidential 
party. He came from New York in company 
with President Newell of the Lake Shore 
road, who placed at his disposal his private 
car. The veteran’s arrival was not expected, 
and only his nephew, Attorney Sherman, and 
Gen. Barnett and Gen. Meyer were present 
to receive him. A gun squad and gun from 
the Cleveland Light Artillery under com- 
mand of Capt. Clewell had been posted in 
Lakeview Park to announce his arrival, and 
tired a salute of twenty-one rounds as the 
train ran into the depot. The sound called 
forth a cheer from the remaining sightseers 
about the depot. 

Gov. Campbell and staff and Lieut.-Gov. 
Marquiss arrived shortly after 7 o’clock this 
evening and were escorted to the Hollenden 
by the Forest City troop. Later in the even- 
ing the Governor called at the Stillman and 
paid his respects to President Harrison. 
After the public reception Gen. Sherman 
also paid his respects. 3 Meg 
“’'Visirors” are arriving in large numbers. 
Among the States represented are New York, 
Pennsylvania, IIlinois, Iowa, Michigan, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Nebraska, and In- 
diana. The arrangements for the parade 
were not completed until an early hour this 
morning. It will be in twelve divisions. 
The Grand Army of the Hepublic and kin- 
dred veteran organizations will have the 
right of the line, and there will be an im- 
mense turnout of civic societies. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 29.—[Special. |— 
The Biaine roorbacher has been at work 
again. This time his story is that the Secre- 
tary of State and the President quarreled 
because Mr. Blaine did not go along with the 
Presidential party to attend the Gartiela 
memorial exercises at Cleveland, and that 
the Cabinet will beaisrupted in consequence. 
Secretary Blaine found himself unable to 
make the trip, as he had originaily intended, 
and reluctantly gave it up. That is all the 
basis there was for the sensation. 

The dedicatory ceremonies at the Garfield 
memorial will begin at 3 o’clock morrow, and 
ifthe weather is pleasant there will be at 
least 50,000 strangers in the city. 


AN ENTIRE FAMILY POISONED BY PIE, 


Death of One of the Persons—An Excited 
Neighborhood. 

Frank Kuhn, proprietor of Kuhn’s Garden 
on Milwaukee avenue, and his entire family, 
consisting of his wife and two sons, besides 
two servants, were poisoned last night. The 
man servant, John, 32 years old, died. The 
others are all out of danger as a result of 
prompt medical attention. 

The poison was in two pies obtained from 
a Milwaukee avenue bakery. Shortly after 
they had been eaten at supper, Mr. Kuhn, 
who is 65 years old, was taken violently ill. 
A doctor was sent for, but before he 
arrived Mrs. Kuhn, who is 55 years old, 
was also seized. A second doctor was or- 
dered for her, but before his arrival Amiel and 
Frank Kuhn, the former 31 and the latter 21 
years of age, were stricken. Then the two 
servants were seized. 

The man servant had eaten two pieces of 
the pie. His screams of pain could be heard 
for blocks. The doctors succeeded after 
midnight in getting the other sufferers out 
of danger. The house at No. 48 Pow- 
ell avenue was besieged by neighbors, 
The news of the poisoning spread and_at 10 
o’ciock the street was filled with people. The 
Kuhns have lived m the vicmity a great 
many years and are rich. 

A portion of the pies had been saved, and 
an examination showed that both contained a 
large quantity of arsenic. Noone knows how 


been poisoned. The police will begin an in- 
vestigation at once.

| JOHN SPELMAN A BURGLAR 


THE sON OF THE WEALTBY PEORIA 
DISTILLER UNDER ARREsrT, 


Captured in the Coal Cellar of a Wholesale 
Liquor House Which Be Had Broken 
Into for the Purpose of Robbery—Thirty 
Barglaries Charged Up to the Young 
Man— He Seems Also to Have Followed 
the Calling of a High warmen Mis Wife 
Broken-Uearted. 


months the Peoria police authorities have 
been puzzled over a series ot mysterious vur- 
glaries, about thirty in all, Occurring at short 
intervals. The way in which the work was 
done, as well as the selected for the 
robberies showed that must have been 
perpetrated by some ond well acquainted 
with Peoria. In each case Bothing but money 
was taken. Vigilance was redoubled and 
various traps were laid tor the thief, but he 
managed to keep out of mem. It is believed 
now that the mystery is solved. 

At an early hour this morumg a private 
watchman, while making his rounds, thought 
hé heard a noise in the wholesale tiquor 
store of Clay & Doty, whichis a basement 
room on Liberty street. Nextdoor to this is 
McKiernan’s saloon, both opening on a hali- 
way in the rear. The wat@hman had almost 
made up his mind that he Was mistaken, but 
concluded to take a look. He found the bolt 
and lock of the door had n cut out. He 
immediately called for assistance and 
searched the premises, Nothing was found 
in either the store or saloon, but when tne 
coal cellar door was opened they found se- 
cretea there John Spelmab, the oldest son of 
Edward Spelman, of Clan-ha-Gael notoriety, 
the man with such a wretehed memory, and 
whose claim to a seat in the City Council is 
now being investigated. 

Speiman did not attempt any resistance, 
but at once accompanied Ris captors to the 
lockup. He had on his person over $100 in 
money.: He expiained that hé bad gained an 
entrance to Clay & Doty's by boring the lock 
with an auger. Then Be opened the safe 
and cut the wcodwork on the inside with a 
heavy clasp knife. 

HIS PLAN OF OPERATION. 

His mode of operation seems to have been 
to come up from Pekin, where he lives, on 
a night train, break mio as many 
places as he could, and then take an early 
moroing train back to Pekin. About thirty 
burglaries are charged to him. The young 
man is about 28 years old. He has always 
been addicted to escapades of some sort, and 
- short time ago was sent to Australia by his 
father for some offense. Soon after his re- 
turn he married an estimable young lady of 
Pekin and it was thought he had settled 
down. He expresses much sorrow for the 
effect that his conduct will have upon his 
wife. He declares that he bad no partner in 
bis work, but did it all himself. 

Several smaller towns in this vicinity 
have been visited by burgiarsof late, and 
as severai days and sometimes a week, 
have elapsed between the burgiaries in 
Peoria it is note thought that Spelman was 
not altogether ignorant of the robberies com 
mitted in the o places. He has been less 
liable to suspicion on account of his frequent 
visits to Peoria Since bis father got into 
trouble on account of lection frauds 
than he would otherwise havé been, as he as- 
sumed to take a great interest in that matter, 
and was naturahy always up here in his 
father’s behalt. Joba | 
the witnesses the 


accused of having voted, although a resident 
of Pekin, for his father for Alderman of the 
Third Ward in this city. 

Edward Spelman, his father, although a 
strong and stern man, wept when he was in- 
formed of the arrest of his son. Even his 
bitterest enemy cannot fail to sympathize 
with the old man in this affliction which has 
come upon him. 3 

John Spelman was brought before a police 
magistrate today and bound over in the su. a of. 
$2,500. Bail will probably be furnished, and 
uniess some of the other burglaries can be 
brought home to him the chances will be that 
this section of the country has seen the last 
of him, | 

HAS ABAD RECORD. 

It now develops that he nas been in trouble 
at various times for several years past. 
During the last Democratic City Administra- 
tion he committed acts which brought him 
within the reach of the law, but his offenses 
were overlooked on account of the respecta- 
bility of his connections. It was owing to 
these misdeeds that his father shipped him 
off to Australia, from which place he returned 
without his father’s consent. Edward Spel- 
man is wealthy, and had in the past been an 
indulgent parent, but it is Understood that of 
late he had withdrawn his support from 
John. The latter would not avork. 

This evening it is learned that young 
Spelman stole a cow from the sisters of St. 
Francis’ Hospital a short time before his 
father sent him to Australia, and this matter 
was fixed up for him by his father during the 
young man’s absence. Itis also said that he 
had stolen vattle trom his father’s distillery 
pens and sold them. 

WAS ALSO A HIGHWAYMAN, 

A Pekin policeman came up this evening 
and identified Spelman as the man who 
Tuesday evening heid up Mrs. M. H. Golion, 
the wife of a prominent mallster s of 
Pekin, and robbea her of a gold 
watch and chain and some money. 
When Spelman was captured this 
morning some pawn tickets were found in his 
possession and it was discovéred that he had 
pawned the watch and chain in a pawnshop 
here, This will make a plain case against 
him. When released here, unless the matter 
is done in an underhanded manner, he will 
be arrested by the Pekin authorities. 

The friends of Spelman in this city are 
setting up the plea that he isa kieptomaniac 
and that his mind has beea affected for years. 
in proof of this they say that he has been 
guilty of these burglaries when there was no 
necessity for stealing and when he realiy had 
his pockets full of money. A great deal of 
sympathy is felt for the unfortunate wife of 
the prisoner, an estimable woman, who has 
been nearly broken-hearted for a year or 
two over her husband’s conduct. She did 
not know that her husband was a burglar, as 
he had led her to believe that his money was 
obtained by gambling. 0 

It has been found out that several burg- 
laries have been committed of late of which 
no report had been made, the parties robbed 
preferring to suffer in silence. It is now be- 
lieved Spelman was the author of al: these. 
The young man confessed to Chief-of-Police 
Flynn this evening that he had been com- 
mitting burglaries for over two years and 
also stated that there was no ne- 
cessity for his doing any such thing, as his 
father furnished him with $25 every week 
tor the support of his family. His evident 
purpose is w create an impression that he 
committed the robberies under an uncon- 
troilable impulse.

Managers and Operators Carry On a Whole- 
sale System of Kobbery. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., May 29.—[Special.]—H. 
T. Mannix of Sioux Falls and Harvey Blood 
of Aberdeen were today indicted for 
systematically robbing the Western Union 
Telegraph company. Their thieving ex- 
tended over nine years, and the amount 
stolen is reported to reach $50,000. Mannix 
and Blood are charged with being the leaders 
of a gang, the others being located at Pierre, 
Mitchell, Redfieid, Milbank, and many smaller 
towns. The formal charge against Mannix 
and Blood is embezzlement. Mannix was 
manager of the Sioux Falls office nine years, 
became a leading citizen. and wus chosen a 
member of the Board of Aldermen. For sev. 
eral years. he has invested heavily in real es- 
tate in Yankton, Sioux Fails, and elsewhere, 
and is reported to be worth $150,000. He 
came here from the Western Union general 
office in New York in 1881. 

The nature of the scheme and the extent 
of territory over which it was worked has 
no counterpart in the annals of Northwest- 
ern crime. The first shortage in Mannix’s 
accounts was discovered a month ago by 
Superintendent Naily of Minneapolis, and 
then by Gegrees the whole plan of work was 
unraveied. Through close scrutiny of the 


other offices it was discovered that there was 
wholesale collusion among managers and 
operators. it was found that Blood, the 
Aberdeen manager, whois indicted and under 
bonds, was in a combination with the agents 
at Mellette. Faulkton, Columbia, and a dozen 
other towns within fifty miles of Aberdeen. 
A dispatch sent from Aberdeen to any of 
these points would not be checked up, while 
the cash would be pocketed. The agent at 
the small town would act in the same manner 
in sending out dispatches. The Mitchell 
manager, who has fied, was a member of tne 
big trio, and they pocketed thousands annu- | 
ally. Supt. Nally places the total amount at 
more than $50,000. Manager Mannix was ar- 
raigned before Judge Aikins this afternoon 
and placed under $1,000 bonds. The Western 
Union company has discharged its managers 
in ten cities.

ACCEPTED THE VERDICT OF THE SWORD. 

In those last solemn scenes,“ continued Col.

no extremity of danger ruffied his bearing. He 
looked the stubborn facts calmly in the face, 
and, when no military resources remained, when 
he recognized the impossibility of making an- 
other march or fighting another battle ne bowed 
his head in submission to that power which 
makes and unmakes nations.“ 

The surrender of the fragments of the army of 
Northern Virginia closed the imperishable record 
of his military life. What a catastrophe! What 
a moving and pathetic contrast! 

On the one side, complete and dazzling tri- 
umph, after a long succession of humilating 
disasters; on the other, absolute ruin and de- 
feat, a crown of thorns for that peerless army, 
which hitherto had known only the victor's 
laurel. But the magnanimity of the conqueror, 
not less than the fertitude of the vanquished, 
shone outin the solemn scene, and softened its 
tragic outline of fate and doom. The modera- 
tion and good sense of the Northern people 
breathing the large and generous air of our 
Western world quickly responded to Grant’s ex- 
ample, and though the North was afterward be- 
trayed into fanatical and baleful excess on more 
than one subject, all the fiercer passions of a 
bloody civil war were rapidly extinguished. 

There was to be no Poland, no Ireland in 
America. When tne hollywood pyramid was 
raising over the Confederate dead soon after the 
close of the Contest, some one suggested for the 
inscription a classic verse, which may be 
rendered: 2 

“They died for their country; their country 
perished with them.“ 

Thus would have spoken the voice of despair. 

Far different were the thoughts of Lee. He had 
drawn bis sword in obedience only to the dictates 
of duty and honor, and, looking back in that 


moment of utter defeat, he might have exclaimed 


with Demosthenes:

FREIGHT RATES NOT YET RESTORED 
The Lake Shore and the Erie Roads Are 
Not Satisfi 

New York, May 29.—[Special.|—The ef- 
forts of the joint eommittee of the Trunk 
Line and Central Traffic Association to re- 
store East-bound freight. rates from Chicago 
to the seaboard received a setback today. It 
had been decided to adopt a resolution put- 
ting the old East-bound rates in effect June 9. 
But John Newell, President of the Lake 
Shore, expressed his feelings strongly in 
favor of his road being allowed a greater 
rate of mileage than the others, and the Erie 
claimed that it must have its differential, and 
that it could not raise rates June 9 because 
it had a lot of outstanding contracts very 
much below the proper tariff. A subcom- 
mittee was appointed to try and overcome 
the objections, but they were unsuccessful. 
It recommended that. the whole matter be 
referred to the Board of Presidents of the 
Trunk-Line Association. and the General 
Managers of the Central Traffic Association.

It is be open alleged, 
however, that some of the roads are going to 
evade it from the start. 

The report that Jay Gould was beseeching 
the Atchison people to restore rates is not 
correct. While Mr. Gould did not obstruct 
measures taken to cause a cessation of hos- 
tilities he was notin any wise worried over 
the fight. In fact, it is learned from reliable 
sources that notwithstanding the extremely 
low rates the Gould passenger system showed 
a large increase in earnings during the war.

FORCE TAKEN OUT OF THE MAINE LAW. 


Liquor Case Is Decided in 
His Favor.

He served 270 meais at the club yesterda 
and says that the strike did not cause muc 
inconvenience, and that none of the men 
who struck will get back as long as he re- 
mains with the club.

we and 25 cents for every trip over eight 
a day. 

The directors did not grant the demand, but 
changed the present scale so as to concede 
something of an advance. Instead of paying 
by the day, as heretofore, they offer pay by 
the hour on whe following basis: After two 
months, 15 cents for drivers, 13 cents for con- 
ductors; after four months, 16 cents for 
drivers, 14 cents for conductors; after six 
months, 17 cents for drivers, 15 cents for con- 
ductors. The directors agree to pay 25 cents 
for each trip over eight a day. 

The men met last night and accepted the 
terms submitted by the directors. 

The strike, which has been in progress for 
three weeks among the cloakmake has 
heretofore been confined to Branch 1 of the 
union. Yesterday itextended to Branch 2, 
so that 600 men are now out, and, as this will 
also throw out of work about 400 finishers, 
fully 1,000 men will be idle. Since they went 
out about three weeks ago the strikers have 
attempted to induce the manufacturers to 
settle the difficulty between them and the 
contractors.

GLEANINUS IN LOCAL FIELDS, 


Against the Compulsory School Law. 

The members of the Northern Illinois District 
of the German Evangelical Synod of North 
America are out in a written protest against the 
illinois School law. The declaration of opposi- 
tion is divided into six parts, each one detailing 
a specific objection, The signers start out by 
saying that they are not opposed to the acquisi- 
tion of the English language, but on the contrary 
desire that their descendants may understand it 
thoroughly. They claim that they are not hos- 
tile to the public schools, and that compulsory 
education has their hearty support. The signers 
then set forth the lack of religious training in 
tne common schools as the ground for the estab- 
lishment of 3 educational institutions. 
They claim that tne school laws enacted by the 
Legislature in May, 1889, are unconstitutional 
and will deprive parents of the right to educate 
their children as they see fit, and if enforced will 
not only destroy the parochial schools but 
Christian congregations, This state of things, 
the synod through its representatives says, it 
will fight in connection with other suffering re- 
ligious denominations, both in court and at the 
,ballot-box. Before this becomes a necessity the 
(synoc trusts that the obnoxious laws will be re- 
‘pealed. The ne committee for the synod 
consists of the Rev. Messrs. P. Goebel, G. Koch, 
and C. Schaeb of Pentone, Beecher, and Mokena,’

A Thousand People at the Opening Session 
—Scotch-Irish Come from Everywhere 
Program for the Week—President 
Bonner in the Chair—A Rousing Address 
by Dr. J. 8. MacIntosh on the “Making 
of the Ulstermaa”—The Lowlands of 
Scotland Hig Seed Bed. ae 

PirtssurG, Pa., May 29.—[Special. |—The 
eagle, the thistle, and the harp, emblems 
of the sturdy Scotch-Irish race, were every- 
where to be seen in Pittsburg today. From the 
four points of the compass men distinguished 
in everyg branch of learning and of busi- 
ness had come to attend the second annual 
congress of the Scotch-Irish Association. To 
many it was like a home-coming, for Pitts- 
burg is the citadel of all that is Scotch-Irish. 

Robert Bonner, the millionaire editor, pre-

There were over a thousand persons at the 
Opening session today and four times as 
many at the evening meeting. Gov. Beaver 
was good-humored in weicoming the visitors 
to Pennsylvania. The Governor remarked 
that. about the only blood that didn’t run in 
his veins was Scotch-Irish, but he had a 
Scotch-Irish wife and inherited Scotch-Irish 
prociivities from his children. Dr. MacIntosh, 
who was described by President Bonner as 
so much of an American that he came to this 
country to be born and so much of @ Scotch- 
Irishman that he went to Ireland for a wife, 
delivered a most thoughcful address on The 
Making of the Ulsterman.“ 

DR. MAC INTOSH’S ADDRESS. 

His address was lengthy, but of unflagging 
interest. He described the advent of the 
Scotchmen into Ulster, their forced emigra- 
tion from that place, and their landing in 
America as Scotch-Irish. In the course of 
his remarks he said: “Look at the seed-bed 
of our race—the Lowlands of Scotland. 
Here is where the Celtic blood comes 
into our and not from 
put the old Britons formed tue 
stock. To that rare blood, the schol- 
arly Scot from Dalriada, the pliant, 
large-umbed Pitt, the poetic Celt, the shrewd, 
acquisitive Anglo-Saxon, the potent Friesian, 
the daring Dane, the breezy Jute, the or- 
ganizing, systematic, feudal Norman brought 
each his contribution. For about two cen- 
turies the Lowland Scotch settles, strength- 
ens, solidifies. During this fixing period he 
is baked, and hardened, and purged by bat- 
tles with soil and either with Southern Eu- 
glish and Northern Soe Sree with pov- 
erty and politics, cont s and theology, 
until under the finishing hand of Knox 
stands forth a man. 

“Behold him, the Scot of today. He is the 
vanguard in many an European host. Every 
place knows the canny Scot. He becomes a 
colonizer. He goes across the sea to Donegal 
and the Lowlander becomes the Ulsterman. 
The Lowlanders, out of whom were to come 
our Scotch-Irish, were moved across to 
Ulster, ere they became fixed forever as the 
Sawneys of today. The Ulsterman is but 
calied by our own phr Scotch-Irishman ; 
he lays his hands on both, yet stands apart 
from Scot and Ceit. He has the toughness 
of the one, the dash of the other, He has 
the das h of the Celt, but while the dash of 
the Celt is the leap ot a wild horse, the dash 
of the Uisterman is the rush of the loco- 
motive. There is a hand on tne lever.“ 

Conciuding he said: God's moment to let 
the Scotch-Irishman loose in all his yet un- 
tried strength has come, and the oppressed 
man leaps to the front place in the gap to bar 
the old oppressor; the martyr for con- 
science takes his champion stand beside the 
fresh world flag— a free church and a free 
State’; the landlord’s quondam slave will 
win a tree ballot and a safe homestead; the 
lover of learning, robbed of years of school 


+ and college, will wage fiercest battle till he 


stands secure on free school in every district 
and an open college to ail comers; and the 
expatriated and exasperated Uisterman will 
never surrender the struggle till the old 
wrongs are lost in his new and abiding 
rights.”

@ proponent of the Republican party. A 


Prohibition ist as a Democrat is as absurd as 


a high-tariff Democrat.” This is an assump- 
tion that a party is organized to do one thing 
only. Of the Prohibiwonists this is substan- 


try itis not. Each of them has several ob- 
jects which itis anxious to carry out. There 
are many things which the Democrats want 
to do. Some of them of more and some of 
less importance than free trade. There are 
Republican principles which are of more im- 
portance than high duties. If a man can 
agree with the creed of a party on points 
which he deems essential and disagrees with 
iton others which are not so essential he 
can with perfect consistency be a member of 
that party. Thus while the late Samuel J. 
Randall was a high-tariff man he acted with 
the Democratic party, and was consistent in 
doing so, because it fuliy represented his 
views on dovtrines like State sovereignty, 
which in his mind were of more consequence 
than the tariff. It is theability of Americans 
to act with a party while not indorsing every 
jot and tittle of the creed held by the major- 
ity of it that has given political organizations 
in this country their soliaity and permanency. 
If men were perpetually splitting off on every 
little side issue there would be as many par- 
ties here as in Germany or France. 


DECORATION-DAY. 

It is for us the living rather to be dedicated 
here to the unfinished work they who fought 
here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is 
rather for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us—that from these hon- 
ored dead wetake increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last full measure 
of devotion—that we here highly resolve that 
these dead shall not have died in vain; that this 
Nation, under God, shall have a new birth of 
freedom, and that government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people shall not peris 
from the earth. 


The general observance of Decoration-Day 
in every State whose sous fought to preserve 
the integrity of the Nation and to keep the 
heritage of freedom unimpaired, and the in- 
creased love, respect, and enthusiasm with 
which its tender ceremonies are conducted, 
attest that Abraham Lincoln's eloquent 
words at Gettysburg have not been forgot- 
ten. A quarter of a century has passed 
since the close of the war,a whole genera- 
uon has come upon the scene of action which 
only knows the story of those stirring days 
as a matter of history, but the associations 
of Decoration-Day still remain as fresh as on 
that day when flowers were first strewn 
upon the graves of the heroic dead. 

There will be no lack of flowers today, not 
alone for the commanders but for the boys 


array of unknown dead whose praises Walt 
Whitman sang the other day soimpressively. 
The first feelings of sorrow time has changed 
into infinite tenderness, loving respect, and 
patriotic remembrance. As time has passed 
also, while there has been no loss of admira- 
tion for the dead, of respect for the surviv- 
ors, or of appreciation of the devotion and 
sacrifices of both, the sentiment of Decora- 
tion-Day has broadened and strengthened 
and taken upon itself the symbolism and 
lofty meaning which Abraham Lincoln gave 
to itin his memorable oration. While cele- 
brating the programs of the day at the graves 
of the dead and recalling their services and 
their sacrifices, there 1s over and above this 
everywhere manifest the desire to impress 
upon the whole people tne real lessons of the 
day, to strengthen patriotism, to honor the 
heritage left us by these men, and to meet 
the responsibilities of citizenship. 

As the years go by these duties will assert 
themselves still more firmly. It has been a 
wise step, therefore, to interest the children 
in these annual celebrations. In a few years 
the survivors of the War of the Rebellion 
will be gone, as well as those who were the 
spectators of its stirring episodes. It 
is more than ever necessary, therefore, 
before they pass away that they should im- 
press the patriotic associawons of the day 
upon the young and acquaint them with its 
historic significance, so that they may con- 
tinue the observance of this beautiful anni- 
versary. It wasan excellent thought to in- 
terest the scholars of our public schools in 
it, and by memorial exercises to acquaint 
them with its historic story. No real lover 
of his country can object to adaing patriot- 
ism to the school curriculum. Let the chil- 
dren see the flag waving over their school- 
buildings. Let them sing the old war songs. 
Let them hear the story of the war days 
from the survivors. They will grow up into 
a higher citizenship, and be the better pre- 
pared to appreciate their patriotic duties, 
and there will be no danger that Decoration- 
Day will be forgotten. We have but few 
National holidays, and some of them are fast 
losing their significance in the pressure of 
material pursuits. It cannot be, however, 
that Decoration-Day is doomed to this fate, 
that the graves of those who gave their lives 
for the Nation will ever be forgotten, or that 
the American people will ever tail “to take 
increased devotion to that cause for which 
they gave the last full measure of devotion.” 


THE GAS TRUST DECISION. 

It is widely believed that the recent de- 
cision by Judge Collins will be found to mark 
an important era in the history of trust com- 
bination. The plaintiff in the suit is quoted 
as saying it “completely wipes out the Gas 
Trust, and the various Chicago gas compa- 
nies will now have to be sold out for the ben- 
efit of the trust. stockholders.” A well- 
known Chicago man now in Wallstreet wires 
his friends: I would not touch any of the 
trust stocks. If Chicago Gas is illegal, so 
then are all the other trusts. I would not 
touch Gas, Sugar, Whisky, or Lead.” Some 
other men rated as acute observers in the 
business world are understood to take almost 
equally radical views of the case, joining in 
the general opinion that the trusts must go. 

The fact that the appointment of a receiver 
has been postponed till next Monday leaves 
open an opportunity for guessing in regard 
to the outcome of the preséat suit, as there 
can be no doubt the gas magnates will leave 
no stone unturned to secure the selection of 
@ man more or less favorable to their inter- 
ests. But itis not likely they will gain any 
important advantage in this respect, and if 
they do the ultimate effect will be substan- 
tially the same. The trust pian has received 
a stab in its vitals which can hardiy-prove 
other than a death blow. Once convince the 
business puolic that its members have no 
legai security for any money they may invest 
in the certificates of a trust combination, 
and there will be no further flow into 
the treasury. The glittering prom-

SPECIAL SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
It was announced at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the World’s Fair Di- 


‘rectory day before yesterday that the draft 


of the call for the special session of tne Leg- 

islature would soon be in readiness for sub- 
mission to.Gov. Fifer, It will certainly cover 
two points—an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion authorizing the City of Chicago to issue 
bonds for $5,000,000 in aid of the Fair, and 
such legislation as may be needed to enable 
park property to be used for Exposition pur- 
poses. This will have to be general in its 
nature, so that either Jackson or Garfield 
Park, or both: may be tendered as a site by 
the directors to the Nationa! Commission. 

It has been suggested that the call should 
also include the question whether the State 
shall make an appropriation in aid of the 
Fair, or rather for a special exhibit. There 
are reasons, however, why this would be un- 
wise. The interest felt in the Fair now is by 
no means as keen as it will be a year bence, 
and the representatives who legislate on the 
subject then will be more generous than 
those who might do so now. Again, what- 
ever appropriation might be made at a spe- 
ciai session would amount to nothing. The 
Constitution requires the General Assembly 
to previde for all appropriations necessary 
for the expenses of the Government until the 
expiration of the first fiscal quarter after the 
adjournment of the next regular session. 
That quarter begins Oct. 1 ana ends Dec. 31. 
It is further provided that “all appropria- 
tions, general or special, requiring money to 
be paid out of the State Treasury from funds 
belonging to the State shall end with such 
fiscal quarter.“ 

Therefore any money appropriated this 
year and not spent prior to Dec. 31 of next 
year would have to be covered into the Treas 
ury, and could not be gotten out without the 
action of the next General Assembiy. As it 
is not likely that the State would do much of 
anything in the way of preparation during 
1801 an appropriation at the special session 
would amount to little. Consequently that 
subject may weil be omitted from the cali. 

As the Governor is not limited to the 
topics which the World’s Fair people may 
press Upon his attention, but may put in his 
call whatever he pleases, a strong effort will 
undoubtedly be made to get him to include a 
variety of other subjects. The friends of 
some of the measures that failed to pass at 
the last session and people from all parts of 
the State with axes to grind will be after 
Gov. Fifer. He will not be inclined to listen 
to them, however. He knows that most of 
the members of the Legislature are reluctant 
to meet at this time of the year, and that the 
shorter the session the better suited they 
will be. Were he to submit to them proposi- 
tions which might provoke long debates and 
party divisions they might show their dis- 
pleasure by antagonizing the legislation 
which is so necessary for Chicago and the 
Fair. 

It is for this reason that it may be unwise 
to include in the call the amending of the 
election laws so that the Australian baliot 
system may be adopted. Asfar as its gen- 
eral principles are concerned both parties 
favor it, but it covers an immense amount of 
detail. There was much discussion on these 
minor points when the subject was consid- 
ered during the last session, and it would un- 
questionably be repeated at a special one. 
Besides, there is reason to believe that the 
Democrats are not as much in favor of the 
Australian plan as they now say they are; 
that they would object to some of its feat- 
ures; and that there would inevitably be a 
political wrangle and a lengthened session. 
Therefore this question might better be left 
to the next General Assembly. A delay of a 
year can be borne with equanimity by ail 


* 

One subject, however, which has excited 
discussion all over the state, in city and 
country alike, and which is being made an 
issue in the approaching legisiative elections 


May with great propriety be included in the 


call. That is the amendment of the Com- 
pulsory Education law. Passed by the al- 
most unanimous vote of both parties, neither 
of which saw any politics in it, it can doubt- 
less be easily amended by the practically 
unanimous vote of both parties so as to strip 
it ot those features which experienze has 
shown are objectionable and which were 
smuggied into the law without the knowl- 
edge or against the will of those who were 
instrumental in bringing the matter before 
the Legislature. Such offensive provisions 
as those regarding the approval“ of pri- 
ate schools by district school boards can be 
promptly stricken out without hurting the 
good points of the law. 

Had the Supreme Court delivered its opin- 
ion on the Drainage act, and pointed out 
therein the need of amendments to the law 
to make it effective, that subject might well 
have been included in the call. But there is 
no telling when that decision will come. 
Therefore it will probably be wisest for the 
Governor to confine himself to World’s Fair 
matters and the Compulsory Education law. 
That will be all the members will care to 
deal with during a session held in the warm 
month of June, when they would prefer to 
be on their farms or attending to their other 
cailings. 


AMEND THE COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW. 

The sober and thoughtful language of most 
of the speakers at the German Lutheran 
gathering at Central Musio-Hail in this city 
Wednesday evening in‘reference to the Ilu- 
nois Compulsory School law is in striking 
contrast to the excited talk in which Bishops 
Katzer and Flasch and the other clerical and 


lay speakers indulged at the Milwaukee 


Catholic convention in reference to the Ben- 
nett law. Yet the latter is a mild and mod- 
erate. measure compared with the Illinois 
statute, which in many of its features is cer- 
tainly quite objecuonable. The criticisms at 


the Chicago meeting were to the point. They 


indicated a thorough study of the Illinois 
law by the speakers. The weak spots were 
clearly pointed out, ane numerous remedies 
were suggested, 

By all odds the best . made was 
that the Governor of the State in issuing his 
call for a special session of the Legislature, 
which has been petitioned for by the World's 
Fair Committee, include a revision or an 
amendment of the Compulsory law as one 
of the purposes for which the extra session 
should be called. This suggestion was after-

NEW YORK FEARS CHICAGO. 

It must be that New York is beginning to 
get jealous of Chicago and fears that the lat- 
ter will soon wrest from it the position it has 
long held of the first of American cities. It 
is impossible to explain otherwise the con- 
stant assaults made by the New York papers 
on Chicago. Itis only when there is rivalry 
or it is feared that such attacks are made. 
Many years ago, when Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and other Western towns were still compet- 
ing with Chicago for the leadership, it was 
not unusual for unpleasant remarks concern- 
ing them to find their way into the columns 
of the papers of this city. When the contest 
was definitely settied these remarks came to 
an end, and Chicago has only the kindlest 
words to say of hér former competitors. 

Congress decided afterafair and square 
fight to give the World's Fair to this city. 
It was expected that the beaten places would 
“accept the situation” gracefully, and, since 
the exhibition was to be an international 


aod not a purely local one, would, out of sheer 


pride and in order to show they were not 
hurt, do the best they could to make it a suc- 
cess. Such has not been the case with New 


York. It has evidentiy stubbed its toe, and 


the pain is so great that its dignity does not 
keep it from crying out. Imagine the New 
York Times printing such a thing as this 
months after the site question had been de- 


‘termined: 


Illinois will necessarily furnish a ~~? part of 
show, and the other States of the West will 
make up the bulk of the rest. But why continue 
to talk about the matter as a World's Fair” or 
an ‘international Exposition’? Congress de- 
cided that it could be nothing of the kind when 
it Was sent into the interior a thousand miles 
from the seaboard. A creditable National exhi- 
— might be got up at Chicago, though there 
way be no special reason forone in 1893, and it 
ili be all the more complete and successful if 
all pretense of its being anything else is dis- 
carded, If that pretense is kept up it may 
dwindle to a mere Northwestern show. 


Even if this were true, New-Yorkers 
should be the last to say it, because every- 
body would believe that the remarks were 
due simply to anger at dem beaten. As 
they are not true, and nearly everybody 
knows it, the surprise at the childish folly of 
New York must be all the greater. 

It is unnecessary to restate the reasons why 
Congress after long deliberation decided to 
have the World's Fair here rather than in New 
York. They satisfied Congress, and judging 
by the approval with which its action was 
received they satisfied the country. With 
the exception of the New-Yorkers all Amer- 
icans, whatever their preferences may 
have been, have cheerfully acquiesced 
in what has been done. The former 
are irreconcilable, As they cannot have the 
Fair they mean to do what they can to 
smash it. That the country would be dis- 
credited were they to succeed does not 
worry them in the least. National feelings 
never move them. What they are trying to 
do is to break dgwma place which has sud- 
denly loomed up before them as a rival. Had 
the Fair been given to St. Louis the New- 
Yorkers would not have had a word to say, 
for they would have feared no rivalry from 
that quarter. Butithas beeu given to Chi- 
cago, which is pressing them too closely, and 
hence the Exhibition must be hurt as much 
as possible even though the Nation is dis- 
graced in the operation. 


“CHEAP MONEY” FOR FARMERS. 

The members of the Committee on Ways 
and Means, Republicans and Democrats, 
have agreed to revort adversely on the vari- 
ous requests made by Farmers’ Alliances in 
the South and West that the Government 
loan money at low rates of interest on farm 
mortgages and crops and that it build big 
store-houses where the latter can be de- 
posited and cared for by the United States 
till there is a demand for them ata profitable 
price. 

The committeemen see clearly the uncon- 
stitutionality and wild financial folly of such 
mad propositions, They are able to see 
what Senator Stanford apparently is not, 
that if the Government were to put in cir- 
culation the vast sums of money 
which would be necessary if it was to go into 
a general loan and brokerage business, and 
were not to make the notes redeemabie in 
something tangible and valuable, such as 
gold or silver or a definite number of acres 
of land, that the flat money would keep 
going down like the old Continental currency 
or the Confederate notes till it became 
utterly worthless. Every member of the 
committee understands that while the vol- 
ume of inconvertible notes is small they may 
retain their purchasing power, but that as 
the volume increases and people become 
aware of it the process of depreciation goss 
on rapidly. It takes something beyond a 
promise to pay to make good money. There 
must be a certainty of payment. The greater 
the doubt tne greater the discount. 

Undeterred by the action of the commit- 
tee, a North Carolina Democrat by the name 
of McClammy proposes that the Government 
loan to the various States pro rata the sum 
of $1,800,000,000 to be by them loaned out 
upon real estate at 1 percent per annum, 
only half the rate which Senator Stanford 
proposes to charge. It istrue that during 
the last years of Jackson’s second term the 
National Government, which then had a sur- 
plus in the Treasury, loaned several millions 
to the States. Most of them divided up the 
cash among the counties or towns, and the 


latter generally loaned it out to indivyiduais 


who never repaid it. But that wasa wretched 
precedent which should never be followed. 
Nor would it be any more constitutional to 
loan money to the States for them to lend 
out than it wouid be for the Federal Govern- 
ment to make tne loans direct. 

Congress is not the incarnation of wisdom, 
but it has too much sense to be caught by 
any of these cheap money schemes. Some 
of the members would vote for a good many 
pretty foolish things to oblige their constitu- 
ents, but they dare not go so far as to wreck 
about that general 
bankruptcy which would follow the colossal 
inflation contemplated by the Senator from 
Cahfornia and the Representative from 
North Carolina.

LONDON, May 20.—The Royal Thames Yacht 
Club matches were sailed from Gravesend today. 
The competitors in the first class were: Iverna, 
Thistle, Valkyrie, and Yarana, over the same 
course as yesterday.

Four crack yachts went over the line to- 
gether, there being not half a length difference 
between any of them. The Iverna took the lead 
immediately, with the Thistle close at her heels.

In the Meantime Attempt Will Be Made 
to Efect a Permanent Agreement—The 
Wisconsin Central Has Not Waived Its 
Demand for Differential Rates—War May 
Break Ont Again—Passénger and Ticket 
Departments of the Nerthwestern Con- 
solidated. 


The General Passenger Agents of the 
Western and Northwestern roads met in the 
* Rookery” yesterday afternoon to arrange 
for the restoration of passenger rates, as 
directed by the Presidente of the various 
roads. They had nothing to do but fix the 
date upon which the new rates should go into 
effect and make arrangements for the issue 
of new tariffs. Afver a short discussion it 
was decided that the rates be restored June 
9 to the tariffs that were in effect Dec. 31, 
1889, subject to the regular ehanges made 
since then by the Trans-Missouri Association. 
This will restore the rates between Chicago 
and the Missouri River to $12.50 first-class, no 
second-class, and between Chicago and St. 
Paul to $11.50 first-class and $9 second-class. 
The present rates between Chicago and the 
Missouri River and St. Paul are $3 by most of 
the roads and $5 by two or three of them; 
the Rock Island alone holding its rates up to 
$9 in order to protect its local business, 
As stated yesterday the advance in rates 
is due to the action of the Presidents 
themselves, who had come to the conclusion 
that if left to the General Passenger Agents 
rates would never be restored. The agree- 
ment made by the Presidents is binding 
upon all roads for sixty days with thirty 
days’ notice thereafter, thus insuring the 
maintainance of the restored rates for at 
least ninety days. The statement that the 
Wisconsin Central has agreed to abandon 
the position it bas heretofore taken regard- 
ing differential rates is not correct. Traffic 
Manager Barlow of that company stated yes- 
terday that the demands had not been 
waived, but will be pressed when the pro- 
posed agreement comes up for adoption. 

Another meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents edst and west of the Missouri River 
will be held next Tuesday to consider what 
measyres are necessary to perfect the agree- 
ment and form the proposed Western Pas- 
senger Association. The question as to who 
is to be Chairman of the new association 
has not yet been considered, and the indica- 
tions are that General Passenger Agent P.

ANOTHER BRAID ON TRUST CERTIFICATES, 


Chicago Gas and Sugar Stocks Smashed 
wa Six Per Cent. 

New Tonk, May 20.—[Special.j|—The bear 
combine resumed operations this morning 
with increased vigor and boldness. Chicago 
Gas and the Sugar Trust certificates were 
again the center of attack, Both were 
smashed down 6 per cent below yesterday’s 
closing prices. At the same time aconcerted 
raid was made on half a dozen leading stocks 
‘on the reguiar hst, the chief objecti i 


ve point 
bere being Oregon Transcontinental, which 


was knocked down 5 per cent. 

To assist in frightening holders of these 
properties various alarming reports were set 
afloat. A rumor that Mr. James R. Keene 
was being sold out by his brokers“ helped 
the slump in Sugar Trusts, and this being 
telegraphed to Boston, together with a re- 
port tha. Mr. Henry Villard was dead, created 
a scare in that city and brought many 
selling orders over the wires, particularly in 
Sugar, O. T.,“ and New England. 

Stop orders were reached in all these 
properties, and the wildest excitement pre- 
valled on Change. Successive drives were 
followed by sharp railies as the bears bought 
to cover, and purchasing orders came in 
from speculators who had not lost tneir 
heads. Ia the last hour the market quieted 
down, although it was still feverish, and 
closing prices show a general recovery, 
which in sugar, Chicago Gas, and Oregon 
‘Transcontinental amounts to one-half of 
their extreme decline, The transactions in 
these were heavy, running upwards of 111,- 
000 shares in the first-named and upwards of 
50,000 in each of the others.
